GOOD WEATHER. RACING AND ATTENDANCE 
—NO INTRUSIVE POLICE INTERFERENCE. 



Madden Adds the Flash Stakes to His Spoils Throuah 
Edward's Speed — Monfort Victor in 
the SaratoRa Handicap. 

Ssrafoea. N. Y., .Inly .'!0. — With today’s inauenra- 
tion of raoinR at Saratoga the famotia watering 
place hecame the M(*<‘ca in all that the word lin- 
pltes of its harrassed inetropolitaii devotws. Every- 
thing was tHMiitlfully serene and reassuring at the 
track during the afterniMui. The siifierb card de- 
veloped glorious sport. The attendance was so sur- 
prisingly large that it evoked wondering coui- 
ineiit on every hand and the si>ecnlatively iiicUm‘d 
ra<-e-g(»T was left undisturbed and nnhanuiered in 
his tietting operations. Neither the layers nor their 
clients were subjected to the disgraceful poliee es- 
pionage of the racing in Kings county. Nothing 
was lacking to make the wcasion memorable and en- 
.ioyable. Even the elements lent their aid and 
tempered the heat with a cooling and refreshing 
shower. • 

Ituring tlie foretwsm a conference took place l)c- 
tween Messrs. Hllcluva-k and Miller of the Sara- 
toga Association. Senator Krackett. the local laditi- 
cal Ik>ss. .SlieritT Bradle.v and William i’inkerton. 
Betting «m the race track was the subject under di.s- 
cussion and a complete umlerstanding was arrived 
at. The Saratoga ladice authorities stated that 
the.v tHMild see no alternative but to oi)e.v the law 
as laid down l)y Supreme Court Justice Bisehoff 
|•l‘eently. that it was the only law the.y knew and 
accepted it as linal for the time l>elng. The race 
track officials on their imrt agreed to assist the 
authorities in preventing violations of the anti 
Is'ttlng law. Two big f<>at tires were decided, the 
Saratoga Handicap at one mile and a uuarter and 
the rich Flash Stakes for two-year-olds. This was 
the imhlic's tirst opportunit.v in nearl.y a month 
to see stake racing, and they en loved it in a manner 
which left no doubt of the genuineness of their 
lo.valt.y to the siatrt. 

A big Held of eleven high-class youngsters were 
engaged in the Flash Stakes, including Edward. 
Torbellino. Practical and eight others, nearly every 
stable of Importance in the east Ndng represented. 
The Madilen anil Keene candidates sh.ared cipialiv 
1n the honor of being favorites, each closing at 
o to 1. .\t the finish, one brought uit the front and 

the other the rear. Edward enioyed all the giasl 
luck and his Keene rival had all the bad lu<-k in 
■ the race. The wimier was able to maintain from 
5 the very start an eas.v striking distance pursuit of 
Strike ttiit. (he flying pacemaker, and when the 
latter unit Madden's colt drew out and w*n in a 
tattling finish between three, both Torladlino and 
I’raetical tinishing like thirleen-ineh projectiles. In 
deed the real honors of the rai-e belonged to the full 
brother of the famous Priscillian. which is destitted 
to N* a great race horse, unless all the earmarks 
of one are misleading. 

Haiti fell identifully Is'fore the running of the 
Saratoga Handicap and rendereil the track wet and 
littzzling. The consistenc.v of the going was such 
a seriotis handicap to Itandelton that it virtually 
eliminated him as a contender. The Hitchcock 
horse rnbtl a favorite throiighoiit the wagerinir and 
Ills defeat meant heavy losses tinanciallv to a ma- 
jority of the crowd iiresimt. Seven sterling handi- 
cap iterformers faced the starter, including Jtanos- 
cara. The Sanford filly had a big following coni- 
piaied prineiiially of visitors from nearby towns. 
Her luesence distinctly enhanced the iirestige of 
the race ai.d her iiinning created more enthusiasni 
than that of all the others put together. The win 
per turned up in Monfort, which ront|>ed home 
when his joi-key called ii|>on him for a real effort. 
It was only after he had indulged the fleet Hanos 
cara for seven furlongs titat McCaliey asked liiiii 
the iiuesfion. The result was electrical. In less 
than three strides he was out in front by him- 
self .and finished finally slowed down to a canter. 
Far West collided violentl.v with Knnning Wati-r 
at the start and was nearly )utl out of coinniissiou. 
but Hilbert sent hint along so fast that he loomed 
till a menacing contender in six furlongs, but he tired 
under his exhaustive elTort and barely got ttti for 
secoml place in the last stride. I'niler old time 
la-tting conditions the restill of the oiicner. a three- 
horse raiv. won by the extreme outsider. \V<¥slcraft. 
at 2«i to 1. wiatld have la-en gnu-ted by the noisiest 
of demonstrations instead of iMuiig received in ab- 
solute silenci' as it was tislay. The iK-ntsional race 
goer and piker would have tiacked the winner lie- 
I'atise of the proliihitive price laid against the other 
two, Jacobite ami Aletheuo. It is .said that not more 
than ten dollars all told was l«-t <ai Woodcraft. 

The attention of a maiority of the spectators of 
the steeplechase was distracteil from the actual race 
and centered on the efforts of Sacandaga’s ioi-key 
to force him tiver the se<-ond iuinti. .\fter exactly 
eleven trials his efforts were successful. 

.\bont thirty loads of t<ui soil have tieen siireai! 
over the last three fnrhmgs of the main cours> 
within the last wi-ek. rendering the track a trifle 
slower than last year. 

It has transpired that t'olin. James I!. Keem-'s 
unbeaten chatnidon. Is turned out at the .Shceii.s 
head Bay ouarfers. t’olin was actually loaded on 
the cars and about to start on his iournev to Sara 
toga when it. was decided to fire his front |eg.s. 
He was accordingly taken off and I>r. Sheppard 
performed the operation the same day. It is thtuight 
that Colin will not atuiear in ptihlic again this sea- 
son. 

Jocke^y Mttsgrave rode for the Sanfords today, the 
Mtspension of the Brighton Beach stewards not be- 
ing in effect here until the stewards of the JiH-key 
Club have pas.s«Mi uiion his case, which has been re- 
ferred to them. .Musgiave was almost dumbfounded 
when he heard of his suspension and remarked with 
tears in his eyes that I>r. Pillow had died tinder him 
and that he had done the best he could. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald. who questioned him immediately after 
the race, had not intimated bavitig entertained any 
suspicion of his houest.v. 

Jockey Mcltaniel said today that be wa- growing 
► too tali to ride and that be intended tills to la- 
his last seastin In the s.addle. 

Sheriff Bradley was a visitor at the trs'-k this 
afternoon. In siieaking of the elaborate arrange 
ments he had made for iireyenting violations of the 
anti-betting laws within the inclosure, he fohl of 
having engaged thirty of the l«’st private detectives 
in the country. When asked to what agency they be 
longed, he piVimpllv replied: •'Why. the I'inkertons’. 
of coiirse. Are there nn.v lietterV" 

Just then Seymour Beiitler step|ied up and asked 
the sheriff to havi- a drink, whi<-h offer he accepted 
with alacrity. When leaving he cla|i|)«-d Beiitler <Hi 
the back anil exclaimed: "You racing fellows arc the 
best ever. Beiitler's friend bad to itsr' force to pre- 
vent bim from tnaking Bradle.v a firesent of the 
magitificent diamond scarf |dn that tlie Prince of 
Wales liad given Iiiin before sailing for England last 
Ttiesday. -Mr. Beiitler acted as private guard near- 
• st the person of the prince during the latter's re 
cent visit to Quebec.

EXCELLENT RACING FEATURE AT FORT ERIE. 

John Carroll Defeats Folly Frim and Minnie Adams 
in a Rousing Finish. 



Buffalo. N. Y.. July ;I0. — Tixlay’s splendid card 
.served to attract a Mg attendance at Fort Erie, 
eansed a twenty-five per cent, improvement in the 
speculation and brought about keen eontesls and 
close finishes. Tltp feature, a one mile and a six 
teeiilh dash, was probably Hie best race ever riiii 
in ll:e Dominion. It was a ilesperale struggle from 
the barrier’s rise Itelween .lobn Carroll. Polly Print. 
Minnie .\daips and .Martin Doyle. Not until the 
final strides could tlie winner be determinetl witii 
any degree of accuracy. In tlie early stage.s the 
quartette had run closeiy grouped. Polly Prim and 
■Martin Doyle alLernating in making tin* pace. On 
Hie stretch .tnni’tlic proverbial blanket could have 
covered tlioni. Then began a strenuous drive, in 
vvliicli Joliii Carroll aequUltHl himself Imst and won 
liy a neck from I'ldiy Prim. Hio latter taking 
s*“ciiiid place a short distance in advance of .Miiiiiic 
Adams. Tlic time. 1;4(!. marks a creditalde per 
forniaiice from a • time standpoint for the new 
course. 

Some of the Iiest .voiiiigsters at Hie track started 
in Hic second rai-c, at five furlongs. .lolly again 
showed a stticndid iterformamv and won ratln-r 
liaiidil.v from Elizalicth HarwtMHi. Hladys Louise 
being Hiird. Olamliala. .1. <1. Hrecncr’s Fiitiirity 
candidate, again disaiuMuntiul and ran far liclow 
Ills licst showing at Latiaiia. 

Senator Barrett stxirett Ills Hiiril consecutive vic- 
tory during the week, when lie defeated a good 
tiainl of sitrinters in the fifth race, for wliicli uc 
was tlie favorite. Niglit ^Iist. under gimd riding, 
beating Honest for second idact*. Itostraining tac 
tics were employed on the latter in tlie Iiopc Ilia: 
lie would niaintain his higli spci'd to a siicccssfiil 
terminal ion. but Hie former .Milton Y'omig colt again 
quit lutdly when called on for a final effort. 

P. Dnnne managed to score bis first inirse of Hie 
inet'Hiig when Ills Severns landed the closing race 
front Qtiagga after linvtng led for the entire dls 
taiice. This pair imd Hm‘ race practically bctwinui 
tlicin all the way. Jockey Ctvedike. astriiie I’ry- 
lania, fell off on the stretch turn, but sustained no 
injury. 

JtM'kcy Joint Hicks’ presence in the saddle caused 
many aptHUiIators to tight sh.v of investing on 'I', 
•M. Hreen in the opener and they were liadlv fooled 
when In' showed the wa.v througlioiit and won hand 
soinely. 

Bitter Sir was Hie easiest winner of the after- 
inxiii. lainling the third race In a canter. 

Edward Corrigan’s eontention that he had jirioi 
claim to Hic services of jockc.y Powers was nplicid 
b.v titc judges titday. Powers, it developed, lias 
tieeii given a refalning fee of $.‘{00 a monlli It.y Mr. 
Corrigan for first call, and has Itecii in his employ 
since June l.">. 

Jis-kcy Hotaliiig. who had tlic motint on Shirley 
K. 'll the third race, was suspemled for ten days 
b.v the starter for incompetency. Jockey Ross 
was fined $2.'« for disobedience at the post. 

Steeiilechase jockt'.v E. Heider arrived Halay from 
New S'ork and will ride Hie liorses owned h.v Ed- 
ward Corrigan in jiiinidng races here. 

James McLaiiglilin, Jr. has tnrneil out Hie liorse 
Black Burn at a iiearliy farm until late tills fall. 
Black Burn was injured while at .Montreal and 
would not stand tiahiing for the present. 



ELDER’S VIEW OF THE HART-AGNEW LAW. 



Holds That Any Manner of Betting Is a Direct Vio- 
lation of the Statute. 



The indictment of a number of persons for alleged 
violation of till' New York laws concerning hetling 
is of importance only as one of the steps leading 
to an nitiniale decisive constrnclion of Hie validity 
or otherwise of Hie Hart-.tgnew law. In the t'ollins 
halH'iis corpus case Jnstii'c Bisehoff of tlic Supreme 
Court lichi tliat a tx’l liotwccn individuals is no 
offense against Hic law, laiiiiting out that the legis- 
lature Inid rejected a measure, the express ptiriaise 
'if wliicli was to make such betting a misdemeanor. 

Blit Acting Distrii-I Attorney Elder holds tliat the 
law is prohiliitory of Is'tting in any niamicr and liis 
course of priM-ciiurc is liascd on that nmtention. In 
a caa«' argued before Jiidgi' Dike in Bnaiklyn a few 
'lays ago, lie made ills laisitioii clear when he said: 
"If a man were to actively engage in the liusiiiess 
of taking or making tiets at the track and were to 
einiilo.v elerks. it would he a comparatively easy 
matter to [irove that lie was ii professional or 
liiisiiiess iH'ttor. But so long as he carries on the 
business liiin.self. makes his own records, carries 
on his own transactions with all tlie persons from 
wliom be takes bets or with whom he makes tx'ts, 
it will 1 m> iminissible to prove that lie is not there 
betting and taking Is'ts merely for aninsemcnt and 
not as a professional Itcltor or gambler. 

" riiis being the case it devolves niton tis to show 
that an offense has la-en I'onimitted when a het is 
made. It does not need to lie with a man who was 
a known business or professional bettor previous to 
the pa.-;.s,agi' of this act. It makes no differetii'e 
wliether H was retsirded or not. My coiitention is 
that a bet is a violation of Hie law. The rei'ording 
of the tH't adds notbing to ibe enormit.v of the 
otfense and the failure to re«'ord it detniets nothing 
from the penalty which may b«' inflicted. 

"I say again the men who are refraining from 
making a record of their bets for fear Hie mere 
writing down of the terms of the wager would 
make it an offense are going to unnecessary trouble 
when they attempt to memorize all their tran.sdc 
tions. Ttie.y might as well record them. 

“I agree with the decision handed down in one 
of Hie lower courts that If It is not a crime to 
make a tiet it is not a crime to remrd it. But 1 
claim that it is a violation of law to make the bet. 

‘‘I do claim, however, that despite Hie defeat of 
the Hart aniendmenf to section 17 of. the racing 
laws, it was Hie Intent of the legislature to stop 
belting at Hie race tracks. It i.s impossible to do 
that if we attempt to draw a line between thy 
business bettor and Hie aminsement bettor. They 
will all be on one side of the line the instant it Is 
drawn.” 

CALIFORNIA JOCKEY CLUB’S STAKES. 

Bums Handicap Changed to $10,000 Added Race and 
Other Substantial Increases Made. 



San Franci.si'o, t'al.. July .’>0. — Through Pre.'iident 
Tliomas II. \Yilliams Hie California Jo< key Club 
lias annoiinerd its .slake program for the winter 
r.aciiig of I IMIS on. Considerable departures from 
values of Hic past have been made, priininal of 
wbieli is the changing of Hic Burns Handicap from 
a giiaraiileed value slake of $lli.0<Ml |.» one of 
$10.1X10 added, a move lhat will materiiillv im-rease 
Hie auioiinl of tli«‘ winner’s iiorlion. Tlic Tliornlim 
Slakes of four miles and Hic Waterhouse Ciir> at 
two miles and a quarter liave each liecii taised to 
added money. OHicr subslanllal advances 
liave ticcii made, and no stake r.-ux! will have less 
than $J.tio0 in added money. 

In addition to the stakes there will be frequent 
overnight liandieaps and special races, with from 
$1.0»)0 to $::.o00 added. In view of the probable 
lack of the customary racing at New Orleans it is 
the purpose of the California Jockey Club to do its 
utmost in the way of iirovlding generously for the 
liorsemen of tlie country.
